>een found necessary to im port ice 
n o r d e r that all custom ers can have 
heir share. 
The 
large 
truck of the Innis- 
Pearce company and their wagons 
are kept on the go from early m orn­ 
ing 
until 
late at night and the ice 
factory is working every hour of the 
tw enty-four in the day. 
Under or­ 
dinary 
conditions the capacity of 
the plant is sufficient for the demand, 
jiic 
with weather like th at experi- 


enced this week the demand has u- 
< • re a sed pro port iona tely. 


There is no immediate danger 
of 
an ice famine, according to officials 
of the company, because it is plan­ 
ned to ship in ice, if the local 
plant 
cannot make enough.

led as is needed.

ceive any mail, but I guess I forgot 
th a t it rakes so long for mail to get 
home and back again. 
I wrote to 
you a couple of days ago and I sup­ 
pose you have received it by this 
time. 
Hale Pearsey got a bunch of p a ­ 
pers from home yesterday and so I 
saw my letter in one of them. 
1 was 
somewhat 
surprised to 
see 
it, a l­ 
though agreeably so. 
We have ju st finished having our 
dinner. 
I will give you the menu: 
We had baked heaps, roast beef, boil­ 
ed potatoes, 
rice 
pudding, bread 
without butter 
and coffee 
which 
tastes like coffee th a t has been made 
from the same grounds two or three 
tim es before. For breakfast we gen­ 
erally have a piece of bacon, fried 
potatoes, coffee and sometimes a little 
m olasses for our bread. 
The food 
we get is substantial and fairly well 
cooked, but there is not much variety 
and besides, we have to eat it out in 
the hot sun. 
I will try and give you now a little 
idea of our daily routine. 
We are 
awakened by the bugler at 5:30 in 
the morning and have just ten min­ 
utes to get dressed and get out in 
line for Reveille (pronounced reve- 
lay) which is our morning’s roll call. 
If I should not get up in time to get 
out there I would be given “ Fatigue 
D uty,” which in more common term s 
mentis extra work to do. 
This takes 
about fifteen minutes, afte r which we 
have “Police Camp,” which is to 
start a t one end and pick up all pa 
per, sticks, etc. 
Bv the time we get 
through with this breakfast is ready, 
which is generally about 0:15. 
We 
start drilling at 7 :00 and quit at 
10:30, then we are at liberty until 
3:30 because during this time it is 
too hot to work or drill. 
We drill 
from 3 :30 to 5 :00 and have supper 
about 5.45. R etreat is at 6:20. This 
is another roll call. 
Another hour’s 
drilling after retreat completes our 
day’s work.' 
At 9:30 “Tattoo” is 
blown; we must be in our quarters 
by th at time. 
At 10:00 “T aps” are 
blown. 
This means all lights m ust 
be extinquished and all talking must 
cease. 
I am on guard duty toriight. 
I go 
on at 7 o’clock, walk my picket for 
two hours and am off then for four 
hours. 
This 
goes on for twenty- 
four hours and then I am through 
with this for about two weeks. 
- The next regular work I will have 
is “Kitchen Police.* 
This means I 
m ust arise at four in the morning, 
peel potatoes, slice bread, and in 
general help get 
breakfast ready. 
A fter this is 
over I have to 
wash 
pots and pans and help clean up; 
and so on through the three meals.

The German Army

The 
second year of the w ar will be known 
in Germany’s m ilitary history as the 
year 
of 
political 
strategy. 
The 
moves of the m ilitary chess-board of 
Europe have been dictated by inter* 
national 
relations. 
Fighting 
was 
fram ed to help the diplomats. 
The goal has been victory where 
possible and to keep the Allies from 
winning 
over 
neutral 
powers 
or 
starting 
offensives. 
From 
this 
standpoint 
the 
year 
has been as 
successful 
as 
the first year of the 
w ar when the m ilitary strategy w as 
to 
beat 
back the enemy arm ies in 
Prance 
and Russia. 
The first year 
w as one of m ilitary events for mili­ 
tary purposes; the second year one 
of 
m ilitary movements for political 
purposes. 
An 
arm y is not supposed to play 
politics 
but in a G reat W ar there is 
always danger of other nations com­ 
ing in and the strategy of an 
arm y 
m ust be dictated J)y the then nation­ 
al aims of the nation. 
For instance, 
instead 
of 
invading 
Servia 
the 
armies used there might have been 
used against Russia. 
Riga and even 
Moscow 
might 
have 
been 
taken, 
la d 
this 
been done, the m ilitary 
move 
would 
have 
been 
against 
Russia 
only, 
and effect would not 
lave been great outside th a t country. 
But the arm ies were sent into Servia. 
Bulgaria joined the Central Pow ers 
and 
the united offensive kept Rou- 
m ainia 
and 
Greece neutral. 
T hat 
campaign 
solved for m any m onths 
the vexing Balkan problem. 
The situation there since has not 
m aterially changed. 
The Allies have 
occupied 
Salonika. 
For 
m onths 
they have had thousands of soldiers 
there to feed and pay. 
For the Cen­ 
tral Powers this has been a valuable 
thing because it has further divided 
the 
attacking 
power of the Allies. 
The presence of the Allies in Greece 
however, has been a perm anent invh 
tation 
to 
Roum ania to join hand« 
with Russia and cut the line of com­ 
m unication between Berlin and Con­ 
stantinople. 
If Roum ania did break 
her neutrality it might not*be a diffi­ 
cult 
thing 
for the Allies to bridge 
the Balkans between Roum ania and 
Greece and perhaps force the fall of 
Constantinople via Adrianople. 
W ith 
this possibility continually 
confronting the diplom ats of Europe, 
with 
B ukarest 
excited 
by the in­ 
trigues of the m inisters, 
Roum ania 
was at times on the brink of declar­ 
ing war.

The first problem in the program 
of the Federal Bureau of Education 
in its nation-wide campaign for bet­ 
ter rural schools is that of a longer 
school term. 
“A school term of not 
less than 160 days for each child,” 
is the minimum term, according to 
Commissioner 
Claxton, 
which 
all 
States with a shorter term 
should 
strive to reach. 
The latest data (1910) 
available 
concerning the length of term for ur­ 
ban schools and for rural 
schools 
separately give the average 
number 
of days school was in session during 
the year for urban 
schools, 184.3, 
and for rural schools, 
137.7. 
“ For 
the United States as a whole the ur­ 
ban schools are in session 46.6 days 
longer each 
year 
than 
the rural 
schools,” says A. C. Monahan, 
the 
Bureau’s Specialist in Rural School 
Administration. 
In Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
the difference between the urban and 
rural school term is 3.8 days, while 
in South Carolina 
it is 88.5 
days.

Now York, July 28.— The first o f­ 
ficial report of

that no excuses arc accepted, every 
autoist or other parson arrested for 
violation of traffic regulations being 
fined. 


During the first thirteen days the 
court was in session 129 
persons 
were sent to jail because they did nt 
pay their tines. 
¡Most of them still 
are there and others arc following 
them every day. 


Before the Traffic' Court started, 
about qne-fifth of all traffic violation 
fines were 
suspended. 
Now 
they 
must all he paid. 
The first thirteen 
days of Traffic Court netted the city 
$11,303 cash in lines. 


There were 300 ca se s, of 
speed 
limit violation." in the 13 days, 20 
chauffeurs were convicted of driving 


ca rs without numbers, three persons 
for driving c:trs while 
intoxicated 
and six for failing to stop a fte r an 
accident, which is a felony. 


Two drivers’ licenses were revok­ 
ed and one owner’s num ber suspen­ 
ded. 
Court officials say conditions 
arc much better in the streets since 
the new court h as taken such vigor­ 
ous action against violators of t r a f ­ 
fic rgulations.

the west front reported that papers 
had 
been found indicating that the 
French were preparing a great offen­ 
sive 
on* the west front March 15th. 
Therefore two birds could be down­ 
ed 
with one stone. 
Tf there was a 
German offefisive on the west iront 
the French forces could be occupied 
and an offensive from that side of 
the Allies 
could be postponed. At 
the same time an impression could l>e 
made in Roumania to show that the 
German army was not at the end ol 
its resources. 
Politieal 
necessity 
dictated the 
battle 
of Verdun. 
The initial suc­ 
cess of this attack encouraged many 
people to ex pect the early fall of the 
fortress but the French were strong­ 
ly prepared to resist and the policy 
of an offensive on a large scale was 
changed to a “nibbling.” 
This pro­ 


c e ss 
has 
been continued for three 


m o nths, because in the meantime the 
German 
correspondents 
reported 
that the French had shifted the time 
for 
their 
offensive 
to May 15th. 
Since 
then 
the 
German army has 
attacked 
Verdun 
continually 
and 
kept 
a 
large French reserve force 
on the ground, preventing a unity of 
French, forces at any other p art of 
the front for an Allies offensive. 
During 
the 
last 
y ear the Allies 
have asked: “But what is Germany 
gaining 
by all her victoriesf 
The 
farther 
she 
invades our lands the 
more she defeats herself. As long as 
we control the seas, Germany ’s mili­ 
tary victories can gain her nothing. 
Wo are sure to win because we con­ 
trol the seas.” 
This 
contention 
of the Allies is 
worth careful consideration. If Ger­ 
many gains nothing by her victories 
on land, the war might as well stop, 
one might argue. 
But viewed from 
the standpoint that this second y ear 
of the war bas been a y ear of politi­ 
cal 
strategy , 
Germany ’s 
gains on* 
land 
have had their diplomatic re­ 


sults. 
Roumania and Greece at this 
writing still are neutral. 
Italy has 
been 
administered 
a 
blow in the 
Trentino at a time when France and 
England 
were at the height oM hcir 
lack 
of 
interest and confidence in 
Italy ’s campaign and when Italy was 
about to stimulate the public interest 
in 
the war by a celebration of the 
first y ear of Italy ’s fighting. 
If Germany and her allies did not 
hold so much of the territory of tlie 
Allies 
she would he able to get as 
favorable 
terms 
of 
peace as she 
will? 
If the Central Powers had not 
attacked and occupied Servia, could 
they have made the bids for terms in 
the 
Balkans 
they can make now? 
If the German army did not occupy 
Warsaw 
could 
the German Chan­ 
cellor 
state 
in the Reichstag that 
Germany 
will not make peace until 
there 
are 
assurances that Poland 
will not again fall into the hands of 
the 
Russian 
government? 
Every 
mile 
of land gained by the Central 
Powers 
from 
the 
Allies 
can be 
checked off against the Allies con­ 
trol 
of the 
seas 
and if Germany 
solves 
her economic problems, the 
loss of the sea routes will not he felt 
any more keenly than the loss of 
Belgi'm to the King of that country 
or 
,e occupation of Servia by the

gi Igevieh dy nasty . 
Judging solely from appearances 
in Berlin and at the front the close 
of the first two y ears of the war does 
not find Germany nor her allies ex ­ 
hausted in a military way .

The British Army

in modern w arfare isn’t measured in 
terms of real estate. 
If it were, Great Britain and her 
Allies might point wfith considerable 
pride to the acq uisition 
in the last 
two y ears of more than three times 
the acreage of the German Empire. 
The 
second 
anniversary of the 
war finds the Allies in possession of 
all the 
former great 
Teutonic col­ 
onies ex cept German East Africa. 
Latest 
advices 
indicate that 
this 
particular parcel of land is about to 
fall into the hands of General Smuts* 
and 
his 
Belgian 
and 
Portugese 
friends—a 
mere 
m atter of 
some 
38 4,079 sq uare miles, or in itself, 
175,29 9 
sq uare miles 
larger than 
Germany . 
But as ' Napoleon 
observed, the 
smashing of armies is the only thing 
that m atters. Germany ’s armies are 
today just as much unsmashed as 
they were two y ears ago. 
The out­ 
posts may be regarded as negligible. 
Of little more account, in their bor­ 
der aspects, have been the m isfor­ 
tunes of the Allies in Gallipoli, Mes­ 
opotamia, and the Balkans. 
The last y ear on the Western front 
has been one of stale-m ate. 
There 
have been tremendous losses on both 
sides, hut the lines of the opposing 
armies follow7 much the same course 
as they did in August of 19 15. Each 
lias bitten a few slices out of the 
other’s territory ; 
certain important 
positions have been 
captured and 
some of them have been recaptured; 
but one req uires a large-scale map 
and fairly good ey e-sight to detect 
the 
changes. 
Both 
armies, their 
losses recruited, remain unbroken. 


Under 
the new sty le of intensive 
trench 
w arfare 
which 
has 
been 
steadily developing on this front dur­ 
ing the tw7o 
y ears, the defences of 
each 
have

pregnable. The objective of the “big 
push” in these latter day s is not so 
much to break through to the Rhine, 
or to the Channel ports, as it is to in­ 
flict the greatest possible damage up­ 
on the other side. 


“Attrition” has become the motto

Granted 
enough 
powerful 
guns, 
with 
sufficient 
ammunition, 
concentrated 
upon any one sector, 
either may at any time clean up the 
intervening w’ire entanglements, de­ 
molish opposing front line trenches, 
and occupy their ruins—only to find, 
further progress blocked by more in­ 
tricate and more elaborate defenses 
in the rear. Ypres, Loos, Hooge and 
even 
Verdun 
are no longer of es­ 
pecial 
conseq uence 
in the military 
sense. 
They are merely geographi­ 
cal points—wfifch 
much 
more geo­ 
graphy , even more strongly defend­ 
ed, spread out behind them. 
Great 
Britain 
still is pay ing the 
penalty of unpreparedness; or if y ou 
don’t like it put that way , Germany 
still 
is 
reaping the fruits of pre­ 
paredness. 
That Sir Douglas Haig 
has 
failed 
seriously 
to 
dent the 
enemy ’s lines is no greater reflection 
upon his military skill than the fail­ 
ures 
of 
his 
predecessor, General 
French, were upon his. True, he has 
had more men, and, wuthin recent 
months, 
thanks 
to 
the organizing 
genius of Lloy d George, more muni­ 
tions— but he has had a longer line 
to 
cover. 
The British now occupy

ting out 22 tons of ice every day and 
then can hardly supply the demand. 
In fa'ct this 44,000 pounds^of ice is 
not enough for their trade and it has 
been found necessary to import ice 
in- order that all' customers can have 
their share/ 


The , large 
truck of "the Innis- 


Pearce company and their wagons 
•are kept on the go from early morn- 
ing until late at night and the ice 
factory is working every hour of the 
twenty-four in the day. 
Under or- 


dinary 
conditions the capacity of 


the plant is sufficient for the demand, 
biC with weather like that experi- 


enced this week the demand 
reased proportionately. 


There is no immediate danger of 


an ice famine, according to officials 
of the company, because it is plan- 
ned to ship in ice, if the local 'plant 
canno't make enough. A car load 
of ice containing 20 tons was receiy-, 
ed yesterday and more will be hand- 
led as is needed.

TheJocal plant supplies ice to Mil- 


rby and several smaller 
towns in 


this'county. One explanation .offer-, 
ed for the increased consumption oi 
ice here is that many-farmers-are- 
now using ice.

This 
is ahot'jer Toll.call,: Another, hour's 
drilling after'retreat completes our 
day's workAj At, 9:30 "Taftoo" is 
blown;: we must be in our quarters 
by that'time. At 1.0:00 "Taps"' are 
blown.. This! means all lights must 
be extinquisjied and all talking must

I am on guard duty tonight.; I go 


on at 7. o'clock, walk my picket for 
two •hours, and am off then for four 
h.ours. I. This 'goes on for twenty- 
four hours and then I am through

The .first problem in the rprograin 


of the Federal Bureau of Education 
in its nation-wide campaign for bet- 
ter rural schools is that of a longer 
school 'term. "A school term of not 
less than 160 days for each child," 
is the minimum term, according to 
Commissioner Claxton, which all 
States with a shorter term should 
strive to reach. 


The latest data (1910) 
available 


concerning the length of term for ur- 
ban schools and for rural 
schools 


separately give the average number 
of days school was in session during 
the year for urban 
schools, 184.3, 


and for rural schools, 137.7. "For 
the United States as a whole the ur- 
ban schools are in session 4C.6 days 
longer each year than the rural 
schools," says A. C. Monahan, the 
Bureau's Specialist in Rural School 
Administration. 


In Rhode Island and Connecticut, 


the difference between the urban and 
rural school term is 3.8 days, while 
in South .Carolina it is 88.5 days.

Arkansas that held no school that 
year; 8 school districts in that State 
with only one ^nonth of school; 60 
school districts with only two months 
of school; and 577 school' districts 
with only three months of school.

He was particu-^ 
larly bitter in denouncing the gov- 
ernment for what he termed its 
failure to deal more leniently with 
the Irish rebels. following the Eas- 
ter rebellion. 


Ginnell is a member from County 


Westmeath, a hotibed of Irish rebel- 
lion, from which he was elected in 
1906. 
He is a self educated man 


and a fine natural orator. 'He was 
one of the founders of the Irish Lit- 
erary Society of London and is the 
author of several books dealing with 
Msh questions.

years but it is only during the last 
decade that the infection has as- 
sumed epidemic" proportions in the 
Jnited States. The present epidetn- 
c in New York City on account 'of 
ts magnitude and virulence, has 
awakened the residents 
of many 


communities to the danger of the 
importation of the disease info their 
own midst. 
TJhis danger is real, but 


f due precautions are exercised it
